I should like to givc some 
general observations which may 
be o( Interest to Daily readers, 
if only for the reason that I 
flatter myself that some people 
may be amused to hear of a few 
of my adventures since that 
sunny April evening when I 
shot out of Bonavcnture Sta- 
tion, and left behind the four 
most enjoyable years of my 
life. 

The train sped far too rapid- 
ly through the twilight and 
darkness of the early spring 
night. I found that my berth 
was below t]^at of a youns 
English Sub-Licutcnant. and 
that on the opposite side were 
two schoolboy-like R.A.F. Pilot 
Officers. Wc soon Joined forces, 
and adjourned to the observa- 
tion car, where, aided by the 
invigorating effects of two 
highballs apiece, we started 
reminiscing— at least, they did 
the reminiscing, while I list- 
ened. 

They had only left England a 
few months previously, and I 
was anxious to hear all I could 
of this now strange and some- 
what fearful country. I heard 
stories of frightfulncss during 
the blitz, stories of incredible, 
unassuming heroics, pathetic 
stories, humorous stories, and 
the descriptions of long, easy 
draughts of Devon .cider, of 
softly rolling, green country- 
sides, of lazy cricketing after- 
noons, which took me back to 
my boyhoods days of case and 
dissipation in Leicester Square 
and Piccadilly. 

Just then, these pictures con- ° 
Jured up in the train spinning 
out the miles between Montreal 
and Halifax, seemed very cloîc, 
and Montreal, the Union, the 
Mount Royal, Ben's, seemed 
centuries away. It was Just as 
if four years had been suddenly 
lifted, and there had been no 
incidents between July 1939. 
and April 1943 — Just a vague 
and shadowy dream. 

The following evening at 
about nine o'clock we arrived 
in Halifax. It was raining slight- 
ly, and the place was a wild 
drifting turmoil of sailors, 
«oldiers, police and queus and 
qucus at the cinemas and res- 
taurants. I had wired the 
Nova Scotian Hotel for n room, 
but they had been booked up 
since two weeks previously, so 
I was finally lucky enough -to 
secure the last bed In a dormi- 
tory in the Y.M.C.A. After hav- 
ing deposited my bags, I wand- 
ered around the city in search 
of food. I had to wait half-an- 
hour in a restaurant, before I 
could obtain a table, and I dis- 
covered that food in Halifax 
was far more plentiful than it 
had been in Montreal, as much 
bread and as much butter as I 
wanted served free with my 
main dinner. 

Then I returned to the Y. 
and climbed into my- upper 
bunk. I was awakened during 
the night by two drunken sail- 
ors noisily searching for a non- 
existent spare bed, in the morn- 
ing I found bemused by sleeping 
underneath; the billiard table 
In the recreation room. 

1 contacted my- shipping 
agents and found that I was to 
sail In three days, and so with 
the help of the receptionist of 
the Y., I found myself a room in 
a board i.ng house.

From Faculties 



The final date ■. for submitting 
nominations for representatives to 
the Students' Executive Council 
from the Faculties of Law and En- 
gineering Is 2.30 p.m. Tuesday, Oc- 
tober 12th, 1043. Nominations for the 
office of President of the McGill 
Union and for the post of student 
representative to the Athletics 
Board must meet the same dead- 
line. All nominations are to be 
handed in to the Secretary of the 
Students' Society. 

The faculty vacancies on the 
Council have been caused by an 
overlapping of electoral periods. 
Representatives from the Faculties 
of Law and Engineering were duly 
elected in December, 1942, but both 
these men became representatives 
to the Council a second time 
through their positions as President 
of the Students' Society and Editor 
of the Daily, respectively. 

Owing to the.fact that the PresU 
dent of thc'McGill Union, Alan T. 
Farmer, is not returning to the 
University this session, a vacancy 
has been created here as well. For 
the same reason. 2-Lt. W. G. Allen 
must be replaced as student repre- 
sentative to the Athletic Board. 

The elections will be held by the 
Undergraduate Societies of the 
Faculties on October 22nd,, 1043. 



Fiscal Needs 
Are Studied 
By Governors 

Establishment of two special 
cotiiHiitlccs by the board of gov- 
ernors of McGill University to 
look into the needs of the uni- 
versity nnd to provide funds to 
meet these needs so that McGill 
will be in a position to make n 
nLixinuiin contribution to the de- 
velopment of Canada in the 
years to come, was announced 
last night by Dr, F. Cyril James, 
principal and vice-chancellor, in 
his Founder's Day address to 
the Graduates' Society. 

"Our dovelopmonl during the 
next century must be worthy of 
the foundation upon which It rests, 
and hero will be an unparalleled 
opportunity for service during the 
years of world construction and re- 
habilitation that will follow the 
conclusion of hostilities," Dr. James 
said. The institution needed a sub- 
stantial increase in endowment 
funds for the purpose of enlarging 
the teaching staff in departments 
where members are overworked, 
and an equally large revenue to 
snend In the provision ot scholar- 
ships and bursaries whicn will en- 
able the university to attract from 
all parts of Canada young men and 
women of outstanding ability. 

He said the work o( tho special 
committee is one ot outstanding 
ImDortancc at the prrsent time, as 
the university will need men and 
women, filled with the tradition of 
tho humanities, wise in the knowl- 
edge of men and history, to search 
out solutions to the problems ol 
natIon,-il and international political 
organization. "These men and 
women, " Dr. James said, "must 
come from our universities, and our 
universities must be staffed and 
equipped to train successive genera- 
tions of students capable of solving 
these problems.

Professors 
Urge Study 
Of Russian 

'Slav Language 
" Should Be Made 
Compulsory* 

The teaching of • foreign 
languages in I\rilain lias been 
brought to considerable light 
through the efforts of the Earl 
of Onslow, chairmnn of the 
school of. Slavonic at London 
University. Lord Onslow ninin- 
taincd that French , should con- 
tinue to be a compulsory lan- 
guage but that Ilussian should 
replace Gcnnan as the second 
conipulsorj- language. It was his 
opinion that the Slavonic coun- 
tries would play a far greater 
part in European and Eastern 
politics than they had hitherto. 
As a third language, Lord Ons- 
low suggested Spanish, giving 
for its importance our future 
close relationship with Latin 
.\nierica. 

As a result of these suggestions a 
letter appeared from Lords David- 
son, Forres and Rlvcrdale In which 
was stated the necessity and im- 
portance which should be given to 
the teaching of Spanish and Por- 
tuguese. Furthermore to promote 
among the British people a closer 
relationship with the peoples of 
Spain, Portugal, and, Latin Amer- 
ica, a union of commercial and edu- 
cation interest has been formed un- 
der tho title ol 'The Hispanic 
Council." 

Professor J. B, Trend, Chairman 
of Spanish at the University of 
Cambridge stated that for an , Eng- 
lishman abroad a mere. .' working 
knowledge of a language . is not 
enough for a knowledge of his 
work. He may be able to make 
himself understood in basic Span- 
ish, but a certain ease and grace to 
conversation is considered essential 
in making the personal contacts 
which achieve the best resiOls.

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Bayley Praises 
China's Struggle 

McGill History 
Professor Tells 
Of Handicaps 

Praise for the heroic struggle of 
China in defence of its sovereignty 
against the Japanese, coupled with 
an outline of the, political and. eco- 
nomic problemis facing that country 
in the post-war period, marked the 
address of Prof. C. C. Bayley of the 
Department of History, McGlll Uni 
verslty, before the History Associa 
Hon of Montreal. Ihrofessor Btiyley 
said that China had not yet solved 
its internal political problem, the 
differences between the Communist 
and Nationalist parties, and demo- 
cratization of the nation would still 
remain to be carried out after the 
war. The problem of Inflation was 
a real one, also. 
; He praised the Chinese Army for 
its staff work and successful tacticr 
in the interior. The army was han- 
dicapped by lack of equipment and 
the prevalence of disease among its 
under-nourished soldiers.

Sydney, Australia, Oct. 8— (C. U. 
P.)— Providing inexpensive recrea- 
tional .-facilities for -students and 
student organizatlons.*: the Youth 
Hostel 'Association ot Australia, 
sponsored by the National Fitness 
Council, is establishing a string of 
camps on the northeast coast of 
that continent as bases for outtngs 
in vacation periods. The carhps will 
serve as centers for students en 
terlng their summer vacation in 
the southern continent at this time 
With equipment ready to supply 
any student organization with over 
night sleeping or campbig 8car, the 
hostels are a comparatively new 
venture by the association. 

Summer vacationists will be 
provided with a place to sleep as 
well as excellent swimming and 
boating facilities. They are so si 
tuated as to .be convenient /or 
travellers on horseback, foot, bi- 
cycles and In canoes. 

Other kinds of hostels are lock- 
up huts with bunks and cooking 
utensils and sheds with tents and 
camping equipment. One type is 
built along the lines of a log ca- 
bin with a central living room, fire 
place and benches. There are sep- 
arate bunk-houses for men and 
women, and mattresses and blank- 
ets are provided by the association.

Two of the freshmen ripped up 
theUr ration books in their ex- 
citement. Following this we 
were led to the radio lab where 
the instructor went into fits ot 
double talk. As a result three 
of the plumbers fell asleep and 
the rest sat down to listen to 
Henry Aldrich. Wc went Into a 
room where a radio was play- 
ing, and when tho door was 
shut the music stepped. The 
professor claimed it was inter- 
ference, but the plumbers said 
it was gremlins. 

"Wc ran out of this room on 
the double and three plumbers 
slipped, fell down the stairs and 
were shipped to the patholog- 
ical Institute for autopsy." 

Next we went into the Archi- 
tectural drawing room, where 
wc were shown some of the 
work of. graduates who wished 
to build theatres in which ush- 
ers would have no work.

These men are Canadian Army Course 
personnel stationed on the campus, l^hey 
are full undergraduates of the University, 
their fees being paid by the Canadian 
Army. They are also members of the 
Students' Society by virtue of the payment 
of a partial fee, which includes a subscrip- 
tion to the Daily and their Union fee. They 
will not be allowed to vote, however, since 
it is impossible for any of them to run for 
office due to the pressure of their work 
and tho restrictions on members of the 
armed forces. 

Having come from all parts of the Do- 
minion, they are a representative cross- 
section of Canadian youth. Every man is 
"A" medioal category, and a high school 
graduate with either a junior or senior 
matriculation. There are paratroopers, 
tankmen, and raw recruits among them, 
but all have been boarded and are consid- 
ered potential officer material. 

The Army Course is under the direction 
of Dr. David A. Keys, chairman of the 
physical sciences divisions at McGill. The 
syllabus is divided into two classes, one 
corresponding to first year pre-engineering, 
and tho other equivalent to first year en- 
gineering. The noain difference between the 
Army syllabus and that of the faculties is 
the addition of more physics, and a course 
on internal combustion engines. It will take 
thirty-three weeks, and those who are suc- 
cessful will be credited with the.corres- 
'ponding year at university. Those who fall, 
and it is expected that there will bp a 
fairly high percentage due to tho intensity 
of tho work, will bo returnc'd to their re- 
spective centres, where they will probably 
proceed to N.C.O. courses. 

The University is providing all the in- 
structors who are professors and graduates, 
for the technical part of the training. 
Major Hope, former O.C. of *'B" Wing of 
the- C.O.T.C. is the man responsible for the 
military training and discipline of the 
Voldier-students. They have a regular 
training period of five hdùlîipep week, as 
well as parades to and from lectures, roll 
calls, and, all the other attributes of army 
life. 

The scheme is one which will prepare 
men as officers in mo3t technical branches 
of the Army in a very short time. The 
course will be followed by the usual period 
at an officers' training centre, where the 
final selection will be carried out. 
, . Wh en we observe the advantages of 
auch a scheme, we can think of one vital 
question: Why wasn't it started- in 1940?

LIFE"

There Is one who lived upon this earth 
almost two thousand years ago who made 
this astounding claim lot hlmscll: "I am 
come that they might have life, and that 
they might.have.it more abundanUy." This 
One claimed to be the Lord Jesus Christ, 
Cod the Son. 

To many students, Jesus Christ is Just a 
myth. Christianity is a sickly sentimental- 
ism and a kilNJoy, beneath the intelligence 
of cdvicatcd people. They consider that 
Science and the other subjects ol Univer- 
sity training wiU lead' to satisfaction and 
completeness in life. But even the most 
learned scientists will tell us that there 
is. much which Is beyond the icope of 
Science. All around us in these days of war 
are people that are anxious, worried, fear* 
iiù, and uncertain. Even the sceptical CoU 
lege student wilt admit that life is often 
barren and far from enjoyable. But what 
connection has all this with Jesus Christ? 
In the Bible we find the following inspired 
words: of a man called Paul: "0 death, 
where is thy sting? 0 grave, where is. thy 
victory?" Paul's courage was remarkable. 
He had been Imprisoned, stoned and whip- 
ped, yet he was not afraid, not even of 
death. In the words just quoted, he is all 
but laughing at death. On first considera- 
tion, these seem to be the words of a reck- 
less, carefree youth. But Paul was a very 
great scholar, being even permitted to ad- 
dress the philosophers of Greece. He ex- 
plains himself, saying, "Thanks be to God 
which hath given us the victory through 
our Lord Jesus Christ." One day Paul had 
met Christ and had believed with bis heart 
that He was God's Son, Who had come 
upon the earth to die for men's sins on the 
Cross, and had risen again from the gravo 
to give the victory of eternal life to as 
many as should receive Christ as Saviour. 
Paul knew what Christ meant when He 
said, "I am come that Uiey might have 
life." • 

Many feel that to become a Christian, i.e. 
to accept the Lord Jesus Christ as a per- 
sonal Saviour, is to lead a very dull and 
boring life. Butthrist claimed to be able to 
give us a richer and "more abundant" life. 
Hear the words of some prominent College 
students: 

A College editor says: "I came to college 
with dead creeds; but I'll leave college 
with a living Saviour. Jesus Christ"

iGafldih Calls 



For some time, this column has "been 
-mumbling occasionally in its beard m be- 
half of a dramatic reawakening In the once 
-active city of Montreal. Without "foaming 
among, unhatched fowl in the manner of a 
census-taker, one feels behooved to perk 
up, take notice, and definitely brighten 
one's outlook when the posters herald the 
arrival of Noel Coward's "Blithe Spirit" as 
purveyed by its Broadway cast. 

A word about the playwright, for a 
start Noel Coward is undoubtedly the mas- 
ter craftsman of the British stage, having 
also a very considerable reputation as a 
songsmlth, and a recently acquired respect 
as a motlon'picture director. His best style 
is compounded of feathery, subtle, finely 
timed dialogue, but in his more serious mo- 
ments— "Civalcade" has become a classic 
examplfr^he paints a scene with a reson- 
aht^tbne'bf very real emotion and drama- 
tic import. "Tonight At 8.30," a set of nine 
one.act plays, give an excellent account of 
his versatile scope and ability. 

Last year, dUsatisfied and a little In- 
dignant at Hollywood's mutilation of "Bit- 
tersweet" and "We Were Dancing," he took 
over a British " studio in order to demon- 
strate how a movie should be made. 
Whether or not such was his motive, that 
was exactly what he achieved; and "In 
Which We serve,' 'the stirring. chronicle of 
the life and lives of H.M.S. Torrin, in which 
he himself starred as Captain Kinross, 
stands out from the mist of lengthening 
memory as one of the finest motion pic- < 
tures ever made. 

In "Blithe Spirit," Mr. Coward has re- 
corded one of his least significant but n^ost 
/ amazing feats of dramatic construction. For 
not only is the story so flimsy as to require 
but thirty seconds of telling; not only does 
he plunge ga|ly into a completely fantastic 
predicament and proceed to extricate him- 
self without quivering an eyelash; but he 
gives a playwrlting lesson to the world at 
large by atartlng with the very quirk of a 
situation which most dramatists use to 
solve their problems for a final curtain. 
Embellished with subtle cleverness and In- 
cisive wit, it make? a highly xinuaual even- 
ing in the theatre. 

. The cast has proved entirely worthy of 
their vehide-noUbly MUdred Natwlclc, a 
comely lass of some twenty-odd years w? t 
set the critics superlative-hunting with her 
brilliant and delightful as a fUtylsh, frump- 
ish medium named Madame Arcatl w}jo 
holds conversations with thé Stygian caves 
forlorn. Clifton Webb is smootli and polish- 
ed a; the husbapd of one wife in the flesh 
(Peggy Wood) and a previous one in the 
spirit (formerly Leonora Corbelt, now 
Halla Stoddard). Between them they cJarry

Inunediatc1y~afte^ the cessa- 
tlon of hostilities the various 
governments of Canada will be 
faced with tho tremendous 
problem of re-establishing the 
men and women of the armed 
forces and In the war indus- 
tries. Plans are being dratted 
to absorb these men and women 
In Industries reconverted to 
peacetlmoi purposes. 

However, post-war recon- 
struction generally denotes 
more than the return to a peace 
economy. Discussion on recon- 
struction usually centers, around 
a criticism of conditions present 
in pre-war Canada and a de- 
termination that Canadians will 
lead better lives than they have 
done heretofore. Certainly, 
Canada was not all it could and 
should have been. We could 
pride ourselves on the fact that 
the average standard of living 
was one of tho highest in the 
world. Nevertheless, wo were 
far from making Ihe fullest 
possible use of our productive 
capacity. 

Reading the bulletins of the 
Chambers of Commerce across 
■ the country and hearing time 
and time again of the limitless 
natural resources of our great 
country, one might thlpk that 
a Canadian was assured of a 
secure livelihood and sufficient 
Income on which to lead a de- 
cent and healthy life. That this 
has not been the case Is made 
evident by statistics compiled 
about the distribution of in-, 
come. . ' 

In 103S, the Montreal Council 
of Social Agencies reported that 
fully half the families In Mont- 
real were living on an annual 
income of $830 or less; also the 
Report estimated that on the 
basis of the current cost of liv- 
ing, a baro minimum health 
and decency standard could be 
maintained on an income of bc- 

• twecn $1,000 and $1,200. Prior 
to the crash, incomes were so 
dlsUibutcd that U,000 people at 
the top of the economic scale 
were earning as much as 400,- 
000 at tho bottom. Our demo- 
cratic tradition has taught us 
slogans about equality of op- 
portunity, the right to life, lib- 
erty, and the pursuit of happi- 
ness, etc. That such slogans 
were far' from repme^ing ac- 
tual conditions Is'oSSous from 
the figures. Only 15 per cent. 

, of the children entering Pro- 
testant schools In Montreal 

completed the high school 
course. Generally, education has 
been the privilege of wealth 
and not the right of all. 

In addition to extreme In- 
equality of income there .has 
been the threat of the loss of 
livelihood, meagre as it may 
have been. The threat of un- 
employment arising from cither 
technological causes or de- 
pression has been one of the 
curses of our society. It has 
been ono of the paradoxes of 
recent times that scientific -ad- 



vances have brought In their 
wake unemployment and the 
misery that comes with It How- 
ever, the main causes of unem- 
ployment have been the condi- 
tions present in periods of 
depression. At the bottom of 
the depression, Canada had 1,- 
500,000 people on relief. 850,- 
000 workers were unemployed. 
Booms followed by crashes, 
prosperity followed by depres- 
sion, have been recurring 
features of capitalism. This 
business cycle is today the ma- 
-Jor problem in the field of 
economics. Unless drastic mea- 
sures are taken, we shall again 
face the problems of the ups 
and downs of-Jndustry. p]ans 
have been drawn up to protect 
workers against unemployment 
These schemes generally take 
tho form of social insurance, 
however, it is admitted on all 
sides that they will not be suf- 
ficient to cope with mass; un- 
employment such as was pre- 
sent In the depression. 

Associated with these prob- 
lems, has been th^t of Increas- 
ing monopoly control of indus- 
try. Competition is dying out 
and In tho fields dominated by 
monopolies, prices are no long- 
er determined by the compell- 
. tlon of many rival Individuals 
and companies, but rsther by 
one or several giant monopo- 
lies. Thus, the' tendency is not 
to reduce prices to the mini- 
mum, but to fix prices which 
will render the highest profits 
to the monopolies. Economic 
theories which state that under 
the capitalist system, prices will 
be kept at a minimum by the 
play of competing factors are 
no longer true today. This Is 
particularly true here In Can- 
ada where our economy Is 
dominated by a few great 
monopolies. C.I.L. dominates 
the heavy chemical field; Can- 
ada Packers made 59% of all 
the packing sales according to 
the Price Spreads Report; Can- 
adian Canners handled 67% of 
the sales of canned goods; Im- 
perial Tobacco made . 757* of 
the tobacco sales; Dominion 
Steel and Coal has controlled 
_ BS% of the Nova 'Scotia coal 
' production. Furthermore, if 
one examines the lists of di- 
rectors of these corporations, 
he can see a few names ap- 
pearing repeatedly. We do not 
suggest that these corporations 
be abolished, and that we re- 
vert to a system of free^ com- 
petition among numerous small 
businessmen. It would be Im- 
practical and undesirable. Or- 
ganized as they are in large 
■units, the monopolies are able 
to take advantage of the bene- 
fits of mass production. Never- 
theless, we must make certain 
that their policies are in con- 
formity with the intérêts of 
the people generally.

Judo Teaches 
Self Defense 

A new sport has been added this 
year to the many others now on 
the campus. This most interesting 
art of self-defence, "JUDO", is at 
the disposal of all male students 
who wish to avail themselves of 
the opportunity to learn a deadly 
and effective method of self-defence 
for regular usage. It also will help 
many of the boys who arc going 
Into the armed services in close 
combat work, both armed and un- 
armed. During the academic ses- 
sion we hope to have regular dem- 
onstrations is^inithe special coV 
leges of KODOKWAN and BO- 
DAKWA' which have been set up 
in Tokyo and London, Eng., for the 
sole purpose of teaching the pure 
form of JUDO. These universities 
award diplomas and degrees, which 
they issue in 27 stages of prof! 
ciency. 

It is interesting to note that the 
art of Judo had as its nucleus the 
various schools of teaching of Ju 
JuAsu, which .originated amongst 
the early Japanese gods. About SO 
years ago Dr. Tano formed these 
various and diverse schools into a 
now and more deadly art, called 
"JUDO." The prefix "JU" means 
"science" and the suffix "DO' 
means "to yield along a path" so 
that the two taken together means 
then "the art" or "science of yield 
ing in a certain direction" (the dir- 
ection of your opponent's least re 
sistance) and by so doing, to over 
come your rival. Judo was later 
modified by Major Faibarn, who 
constructed from it a metliod of 
combat that cannot be matched. 

This interesting sport is in the 
hands of Roger W. Hutchin* who 
has been appointed as temporary 
instructor and manager. He has 
taken much interest in the sport in 
the last few years and says thai 
Judo will be taught for the ad 
vanccment of knowledge of the art 
among the University students and 
to afford some means of physical 
development hitherto not attempt 
ed at McGllL However, the basic 
purpose is to provide 'the students 
with the best method of seU-pres- 
crvatlon known to the world.

Outlines College Policy

Hamilton, Ont., Oct. 8— (CUP) 
—Again in 1043-44, as last year, 
McMaster athletics will face ' 
difficulties largely occasioned 
by the war. As most of you 
know already Canadian Uni- - 
vcrsitics agreed at a meeting 
three years ago to suspend in- 
tercollegiate athletic activities . 
for the duration; they later 
modified this statement by add- 
ing that universities -woiild be 
allowed to^ play, local exhibition 
games but that there was to be 
no travelling on the part of 
university teams. McMaster in 
the past has obeyed this ruling 
to the letter and .v,-Ul obey it 
again this year so that McMas- . 
ter must again look to the im- 



mediate vicinity for any varsity 
competition. 

McMaster has filled the gap 
left by no intercollegiate com- 
petition in two ways. The first 
has been by playing exhibition 
games with teams in Hamilton 
and the second has been by 
having a strong Inter-year pro- 
gram. This year we plan to fol- 
low this policy and to make It 
even better than last year. Al- 
ready Mac has entered a team 
in the City Intermediate Foot- 
ball League which promises to 
be stronger than last year and 
the appointment of two first 
class coaches has been an* 
nounced. It looks as if this 



opposition to what should be a 
really strong McMaster rugby 
team. If the students turn out 
for the games, and we know 
that they wIU, then the final 
ingredient for a swell football 
season this year seems assured.

which we shall face after the 
Avar. Up to the present, most 
plans have made no attempt to 
prevent the conditions which 
give rise to them. Whether (he 
evils of low Incomes, unem- 
ployment, and abuses by mon- 
opolies, can be cured without 
the overthrow of our pre.*cnt 
economic institutions is the 
paramount question In politics 
today. There arc many who 
still believe that they can be 
dealt with satisfactorily by the 
use of corrective measures 
which would still preserve the 
main features of our economic 
system. 

There will be other problems 
v/hlch I have not discussed. For 

instance those of agriculturt 
have been very pressing. In 
the wcit, farmers have been 
carrying tremendous debts in- 
curred in timet of prosperity 
and high prices. In the decade 
preceding the war the gross In- 
come of the western farmers 
was about 50 per cent, less than 
that of the previous decade. In 
Industrial areaa serious diffi- 
culties in the relations of em- 
ployers and organized labor 
will continue to be present. 

Finally, the relations of Eng- 
lish speaking and French 
speaking Canadians may cause 
concern. The situation today is 
not very hopeful, and wDl 
probably become aggravated as 
the war continues. 

I have .ittemplcd to present 
in brief some of the most ser- 
ious problems which will re- 
quire our thought and attention, 
since at the close of the war ac- 
tion will be required to meet 
them. I hope that you will 
use this column for the purpose 
of exchanging your ideas, and 
clarifying your positions.
